Xn  ay  letter  to  you  I  spoke  of  the  creation  of  this  position 
as  offering  you  an  advancement  this  year  which  would  probably 
not  otherwise  have  come.  In  our  present  circumstances  I

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two  now  associate  professorships  in  the  Department  of  Philosophy, 
there  being  already  two  associate  professors ,  as  well  as  a  head 
professor.  Phis  position,  however,  gives  you  an  advancement 
for  this  year,  and  the  increment  on  the  same  terms  as  in  the
